“CEDADE”, the current activist of “Devenir 
Europeo”, Ramon Bau. Comrade Bau 1s as well 
associated with the NSDAP/AO, and perform- 
ing an excellent job within our organisation. 


DEVENIR EUROPEO 





“CEDADE” (“Circulo de Amigos de Euro- 
pa’’/’Spanish Circle of Friends of Europe’’) was 
established in the year of 1966. It was a Span- 
ish organisation for the defence of the Europe- 
an Identity, and had thousands of followers, 
and the ranks of its members recruited from 
non-Spanish people of European decent as 
well; mainly German exiles. “CEDADE” is 
nowadays seen as the European NS- 
Organisation with the highest influence of its 
time. In the year of 1994 it was disbanded. 





“Devenir Europeo” (“European Becoming’) 1s 
a Spanish organisation with the goal to defend 
the European Identity. 





Now we want to hear our interviewee speaking 
in his own words. The following interview was 
made for the “NS-Kampfruf (NSK)’”, led by its 
Editor-in-Chief “Wehrwolf’.

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What the World Rejected:

Part Two 


17. Germany expresses her willingness, on her 
part, to establish contact with the states on her 
south-eastern and north-eastern frontiers, in 
order to invite them directly to conclude the 
pacts of non-aggression already proposed. 


18. Germany expresses her willingness to re- 
enter the League of Nations, either at once, or 
after the conclusion of these agreements. At 
the same time, the German Government again 
expresses as its expectation that, after a rea- 
sonable time and by the method of friendly 
negotiations, the question of colonial equality 
of rights and that of the separation of the Cov- 





enant of the League of Nations from its foun- 
dations in the Versailles Treaty will be cleared 


up. 


19. Germany proposes the setting up of an 
International Court of Arbitration, which shall 
be responsible for the observance of the vari- 
ous agreements concluded, and whose deci- 
sions shall be binding on all parties. 


After the conclusion of this great work of se- 
curing European peace, the German Govern- 
ment considers it urgently necessary to en- 
deavor by practical measures to put a stop to 
the unlimited competition in armaments. In 
her opinion this would mean not merely an 
improvement in the financial and economic 
position of the nations, but above all a diminu- 
tion of the psychological tension. 


The German Government, however, has no 
faith in the attempt to bring about universal 
settlements, as this would be doomed to fail- 
ure from the outset, and can therefore be pro- 
posed only by those who have no interest in 
achieving practical results. On the other hand 
it is of the opinion that the negotiations held 
and the results achieved in limiting naval ar- 
maments should have an instructive and stim- 
ulating effect. 


The German Government therefore proposes 
that future conferences shall have one clearly 
defined objective. 


For the present, 1t believes the most important 
task 1s to bring aerial warfare into the moral 
and humane atmosphere of the protection af- 
forded to non-combatants or the wounded by

The Interview 
NSK: Please introduce yourself. 


Ramon Bau: I am Ramon Bau, engineer, 72 
years old. Founding member of “CEDADE” in 
1967, I was its General Secretary for several 
years. After the closure of CEDADE in 1994 I] 
am in “DEVENIR EUROPEO”, a similar 
National Socialist association. 


NSK: When did you start your political work 
and what was your motivation to do so? 


Ramon Bau: Since I was 15 years old, I have 
been involved in the ,,Fascist struggle’, first in 
the Falange, but until I was 17 I did not really 
get to know National Socialism. Falange was 
already in full decline and under enormous 
corruption under Franco. From a very young 
age I abhor the materialistic world that was in 
the world, I felt out of the world, as something 
strange to a decadent society. 


NSK: Did you start your work in the Franco- 
Era? And if yes, how was the situation for 
National Socialists? Has the Franco-Regime 
affected you in any way? 


Ramon Bau: Yes, of course in 1968 in Spain 
was Franco system. 


The only advantage is that there was (and has 
remained) absolute freedom to be a National 
Socialist, as long as you did not criticize 
Franco! So we could edit books, magazines, 
events, etc. with our NS symbols, we could 
expose revisionism and attack Zionism and 
capitalism as much as communism. The errors 
of the Franco regime made us understand that 
we are above all National-SOCIALISTS, that 
community socialism is essential, nationalism 
without it is a disaster, a mere dictatorship. 


NSK: Would you consider the ancient Franco- 
Regime as true Fascist? Why did it collapse 
back then? 


Ramon Bau: Franco it has nothing to do with 
National Socialism, not even with fascism. It 
was a regime of the military right, anti- 
communist. 


Between 1936 and 1943, those were influenced 
by Fascism, especially the Italian one, but only 
in form, never in substance: conservative, 
authoritarian, anti-communist, but capitalist. 
And it failed because it had no ideology, only 
military force under Franco. 


NSK: Is there still a (ideological) difference 
between Fascists (Falange) and Francists in 
Spain, or did they already grew together over 
the years? 


Ramon Bau: The “Fascists” in Spain have left 
Francon system as a right-wing capitalist 
system for many years. Today in Spain the 
Francoists are integrated into the right wing of 
the Popular Party and the “VOX" party. 


NSK: When did you join the AO? 


Ramon Bau: [ do not remember the year, but I 
have had always a total relationship with the 
NSDAP/AO. Within the CEDADE leadership 
we always had contact with Lauck, and I have 
always maintained it. 


NSK: Why did you join? 


Ramon Bau: For being clearly and absolutely 
a National Socialist movement, which has 
freedom of expression for being in the USA. 
You do not need to limit your ideas, as is the 
case with almost all other groups. In Spain we 
can be National Socialists but with limitations 
in what is published. 


NSK:What is your opinion on Michael 
Kuhnen? 


Ramon Bau: His fight was very brave. 
NSK: In 1945 the famous Wallonian SS- 


Standartenfthrer Léon Degrelle took exile in 
Spain at the end of the war and finally settled

there. Did you ever met him? If yes, please 
describe him. 


Ramon Bau: Of course. I was with Degrelle 
several times at the Cedade events. 

Also edit in my Bausp publishing house his 
first book here “Memorias de un fascists“. De- 
grelle was a hero not only in war but in exile. 
Despite the danger of being expelled to Bel- 
gium, he always kept fighting, editing, giving 
meets, and encouraging young people. 


He was also a Catholic and that was very popu- 
lar with the Catholic NS in Spain, who are a 
lot. Here many of his books were published in 
Spanish. 


NSK: Did you ever met other exiled NS- 
Veterans like Otto Skorzeney or one of the ot- 
her Expats? 


Ramon Bau: Many exiles were with us in ce- 
dade, Skorzeny was at the founding ceremony 
of CEDADE in Madrid and wrote in our maga- 
zine. 
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We also had a lot of contact with Croats like 
Luburic, Hungarians like Stefan Darvas, here 
he gave a talk in CEDADE H: Rudel, and 
many other less famous exiles. 


NSK: Please describe the political work 
nowadays. 


Ramon Bau: Editions of books, propaganda 
and magazines, etc., you can see it in the web- 
site of Devenir Europeo. We have rooms and 
we do NS events in them. 


NSK:How strong is the National Socialist 
Movement compared to the traditional Fascist 
Movement in Spain? 


Ramon Bau: The best answer is that both of us 
have very little strength and means. It is a mis- 
take to try to exaggerate things to make your- 
self important. We are all few. Within the NS, 
without a doubt, Devenir Europeo is the only 
legal one with rooms, magazines, etc. but we 
do not boast of great strength, it 1s not true.

NSK: Is there any cooperation between 
nationalist partys and organisations in your 
country? 


Ramon Bau: We collaborate mainly with edi- 
tors and some groups, but only if they are se- 
rious, without hooligans, without useless vio- 
lence, legal if possible. We do not want con- 
tacts with skin groups or illegal violent groups. 


NSK: Is it possible to work openly NS in your 
country? 


Ramon Bau: Yes, we can be NS openly. Deve- 
nir Europeo publicly declares itself National 
Socialist. Of course we must take care of the 
language, for example we must make it clear 
that we are racists because we of love for all 
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races and their identity, not out of hatred or 
supremacy. And we fight Zionism and finance, 
not because they are Jews but because of their 
performance. A White loan shark is our enemy 
too. 


NSK: What kind of political actions do you 
undertake? 


Ramon Bau: Everything we can do, from edi- 
ting all kinds of material, to distributing them, 
making public events, training courses, main- 
taining the rooms and giving lectures in them. 


NSK: How strong is the enemy in your 
country? 


Ramon Bau: The same as in other European 
countries. In other words, his power is total. 
The only advantage here is that legally NS 1s

possible. And that the Zionist groups do not 
have violent force, only economic force. 


NSK: Do you collaborate with Hispanic 
organisations outside of Spain? 


Ramon Bau: We maintain excellent relations- 
hips with National Socialist magazines and 
groups in Hispanic American countries, where 
high quality magazines such as 'Sigfrido' or 
'Elbruz' are published. There are extraordinary 
publishers in Argentina, etc. 





But we have no relationship with groups here 
in Spain of the Latin band type. 

NSK: Your country has already lost many 
people to Covid-19, manly due massive lacks 
of prevention in the beginning and a weak 
healthcare system. Would you blame the 
goverment? 


Ramon Bau: The government has done as ba- 
dly as it can here. It would take a long time to 
expose the atrocities that have been done: rui- 
ning the economy with absurd measures and 
instead not protecting the elderly in the initial 
months, which caused a huge number of deaths 
among the elderly. 


NSK: Which are the main problems of your 
country nowadays? 


Ramon Bau: Today all white countries have 
the same type of problems, there are no longer 
problems of one country but of all of them. It 
no longer makes sense to talk about solutions 
for ‘Spain’ but for Europe and the world of our 
race. 


NSK: Please introduce us into the political 
goals of the spanish NS Movement 


Ramon Bau: To be truthful, "stand tall in a 
world in ruins." Do not give in, train young 
people, perseverance. It would be false to set 
goals for success beyond this. 





NSK: Thanks for the interview. Keep up the 
good work. The victory is ours! 


Feel free to add some final words to the 
recipents 


Ramon Bau: Victory is ours from the moment 
we do our duty to the fullest, without giving in. 
The rest is in the future, I am neither a fortune 
teller nor should we fight only for assurances 
of success. 


Hitler’s Peace Offers 


the Geneva Convention. Just as the killing of 
defenseless wounded, or prisoners, or the use 
of dumdum bullets, or the waging of subma- 
rine warfare without warning, have been e1- 
ther forbidden or regulated by international 
conventions, so it must be possible for civi- 
lized humanity to prevent the senseless abuse 
of any new type of weapon, without running 
counter to the object of warfare. 


The German Government therefore puts for- 
ward the proposal that the immediate practi- 
cal tasks of this conference shall be: 


1. Prohibition of dropping gas, poison, or in- 
cendiary bombs. 


2. Prohibition of dropping bombs of any kind 
whatsoever on open towns and villages out- 
side the range of the medium-heavy artillery 
of the fighting fronts. 


3. Prohibition of the bombarding with long- 
range guns of towns more than 20 km. distant 
from the battle zone. 


4. Abolition and prohibition of the construc- 
tion of tanks of the heaviest type. 


5. Abolition and prohibition of artillery of the 
heaviest calibre. 


As soon as possibilities for further limitation 
of armaments emerge from such discussions 


and agreements, they should be utilized.
